Phere aro many .crowne in the regalia of 
| Bnglond, each with its individual history and 
significance. Chief of them all is the Imperial 
Crown, symbot-arid tokon of tho King’s satate 
and of the powor of England. It is this which 
was plocod upon King Géorge’s brow in the 
solamin sarvies of the Cordnation. This is the 
visible, materiol roalisntion of Wordsworth’s 
vision of the “Crown by froodom shaped. to 
gird an English Soveroiga's brow.” 
‘The name of the Imperial Crown can be 
‘(eaced far awny into the gathering durkness 
of tho past. The Imperial Crown which King 
Goorge now wears is not yot a hundred years old, 
Its prosont. form, indeed, which tho Crown 
+jewellers, Mossrs,. Garrard, ‘yécontly oxhibited, 
says a London paper, hes not boon borao upon 
the head of any protious King. In its front is 
soto magnificont jewel, which was not in King 
Edward's crown, the Cullinan diamond, the 
© Star of Africa.” This takes the place of the 
eat “broad-spread ’ sapphire, which is now 
placed at the bck: Tho Crown has also been 
altered to the ‘co neces‘ary for King Geo ge. 
In all. ole it 4 tho same as that with which 
King Edward was invested, unchanged from 
tho Imperial Crown which was mado in 1838 
for Queon Victoria -a. glorious galaxy of 
sapphire aud - ruby and emerald, rose 
disanonds' ‘nnd tablo- diomouds aud dril- 
lianty and great poarle, set in Maltoxo 
crores nud flewrs de lis, and archos of oxk leaves 


and acorns, rosus and thistles, and shamrocks, 
Tt boasts some 3,000 diawonds and 300 pearls.

Lt is not only a delight fo the eye, but a rest 
to the woary spirit, 
thess things, the finest of which dre-as pure ood 
noblo in dosign as they ato beyond criticism in 
finonces of bolance and finish. Even the moro 
fanciful figures and groups. deliberately humor- 
ous and grotesque in. design, 
‘\which aro the playthings of the. collector, 
ara in ‘technique ‘just as exquisite os the 
rest, Those magofe (as the French adel 
to call thom) wero once, and, indeed, , in 
a measure still aro, deomed by Buropeans to 
reprosent Chinese ayt in its finest phases; they 
are the Chitoweries which woro the dolight of 
Froneo and Germany in the eighteenth contury. 
Tho loftier forme of the art wore thon, except 
in the coladon varietios, too muck disregarded, 
Now we are little by little beginning’ to under- 
stand what tho true. Chineao ‘ideal: was in ‘por- 
celain, az in art genorally, aud to find ouraclves 
in complote sympathy with it. Only in one 
respoot in this porcelain of the later Ming ond 
Kang Hoi periods open to criticism, only in one 
respoot is it manifestly inferior to the art of the 
roceding dynasties, ‘Iho «modelling . of. the 
uman figuré and faco has no longer tho, seulp- 
tural power, the floxibility. and complate- 
nesa, the. personal quality that. it shows 
in’ the earlier Ming and’ proceding pori- 
ods, Intensity of oxprestion does not 
easily go with .the decorative splendour oud 
absolute perfection of form and finish. Eushrinod 
ina little tomple of their own, fashionod of davk 
wood, an’ draped with blood;red satin, are two 
nniqud ceramic figures, represeatations of the 
Indian god Vajrapani, who is intimately con- 
neetad with the Buddha legend, These are put 
down to the Ming period. Thoy show a decora- 
tion in yellow, green, ud black of the famille 


. | verte. order, the designs or tho- various. stuffs 


being of singular finish and beauty, The beads, 
of ferocious and Cethoniacal character, aro some- 
what mevhonicat in rendering, and far from 
equal to those’ of tho earlier perizls, whother in 
Chinose or Japanesa art. Still, from the point 
o€ view of tho coramist, theso ugly yet brillivat 
gud fagoinatine figures are marvels, Amasingly 
absurd is the. .stalament in tho - catalogue 
that they have been pat by 1 “great art 
connoisvenr on’ the same plane of morit, in 
cérawics, a8 the colebrated Venus do Milo is in 
statuary.” Neither the Devil-Gods of Mr, 
Bennett's collection nor the Aphrodito of Molds 
awill gain enything from ‘such‘a comparigon, 
. WONDERFUL VASES. 


Tt is impossible to attempt any-reasoued 
enumeration or analyis of these treasures, All 
that wa‘ein do is ‘to refer, more or less at 
random, to some of tho moro beautiful thitgs 
where all is beauty. Porhops the most sattefy- 
ing, the most delightful pieco in the whole show 
is the tall white vase (No. 271), with a decoration 
of rocks, tree-trunks, and red hawthorn (?) 
oxtonding in a magnificont design over the body 
and neck of tho vase. . For, ‘accentnated by a 
cortain nobility of form ani reticonce of design, 
thoro are few productions of tho Chinese ceramist 
that can be said to eqrual ‘this vase, though many 
exeved it in elaboration and. sensational splend- 
our. A pair of square vases, with: tho flowora 
of the four reasons on a base of pare pale yellow, 
are of tho K’ang-Hsi period. . ‘hoy are wonder- 
ful oxnmples of cunningly ‘natural desio ond 
that oxquisitoness of colour avhigh in its fastidi- 
ous per ection disdains.mere chow. 

Out of the: superb group of famzllc noire 
vases—thoge in which flowers »nd foliage in their 
natural colours are relieved on a ground of bril- 
liant black enamel—we would single .ont, not, 
perhaps, as the most finished or precious, but 
us the grandest in tesign, a pair of vases with 
‘a singularly boli and: successfnl ornamentation 
of gueldez roses.
